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deliciouſneſs of this great ſpeRacle; and by 
Feeing more then they ever did, deſired tb 
loſe their eyes, O that the world.is moſt cons 
N to him, that knows how to value 
God as he ought. So many fine powders, fo 
many pendents and fayours of Glaſſe; ſo ma- 
ny Towers and Columns of durt plaſtered 
over with gold are followed by a million of 
Id es. To conclude, ſo many worldly 
lewels re like the empty imaginations of a 
fick ſpirit, not enlightened by the beams of 
truth, Let us rely upon the word(faith Saint 
Auguſtine )- which remains for ever, while 
men paſſe like the water of a fountain, which 
hides it ſelf in the Spring; shews it ſelf in the 
ſtream , and lofeth it ſelf at haſt in the Sea. 
But God is alwayes bimſelf, there needs no 
Tabernacle made by the hands of man, to 
remain with him; for in Paradiſe, he is both.

Note that the firſt ſtep which 
ſhe trode toward her own deſtruction ( as 
cain did) was her departivg from God, not 
by changing of place, but of heart. It de- 
parted from the chieſeſt light, which made it 
fall into an eclipſe of reaſon aud ſo into pro- 
ſound darknefle, She diverted her ſelſ from 
the greateſt bounty, which made her encline- 
toward all wie kedueſſe (being ſtrayed from 
her ſoveraign being) which made her be - 
come juſt nothing. 7 
2. Sh e continued in ſinne, as in a countren 
| which was juſt nothing · where ſhe was vexed

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on all ſides with diſquiet, with cares, with 
ſeats and diicontents. ll fins toſſe their ſol · 
lowers, as the ball is toſſed at Baloon.

- nity ſends them to pride: pride to violence;

bition to pomp and riot: pomp to gluttony:

There is no journey 
ſo farre as when a man departs from himſelf 
not by place but by manners, A ſea of Li- 
centiouſteſſe interpoſeth it ſelf between his 
ſoul and innocende , to divorce her from the 
way of goodneſſe: But Gods grace is a burn- 
ing wind, which dries it up; and having 
brought man to himſelf, takes him by the 
hand, and leads him even to God.

ought to diſpair of pardon except he, who 


can be as fully wicked as God is good,noge is i 


ſo merciſull as God, none is ſo good a father 
as he: for when you may haveloſt your pare - 
ol all his virtues, you can never (while you 
live)loſe the poffibility of his mercy, He will | 
receive you between his arms without any - 
other teaſon but your return by repentatice. 
5. The ſame Parableis alſo a true glaſſe 
ſhewing the life of thoſe young unthriſts, 


who thiak they are born onely for ſport for - - 


their-bellies and ſorpleaſure. They imagi ne - 
their fathers keep for them the golden mines 
of Peru; and their liſe being without, 
verument, their expences ate ithout mea- 
fure.Some ofthem tunne through the world; 
they wander into all places, but never enter

turn from forain parts , loden with debts, 


and bring home nothing but ſome new fan- 
taſticall faſhions , irps , cringes, and coran- 
tees, There are many of them in whom pride 
and miſery continue inſeparable , after they 
have loſt cheir-money and their brains. Their 
fathers are cauſes of their faults , by gathe- 
ring ſo much wealth for thoſe , who know 
not how to uſe it. Yet if they have the true 
repentance of the prodigall child , hemuſs 
not deny them pardon : But mercy.muſt not 
be had of thoſe who ask it by ſtrong hand, 
or ſeek it by. a counterfeit ſorrow, 
Api ra tions.
